The second paragraph of the P resi­ 
dent’s letter read: 
“ B ecau se of the grave resp o n sib il­ 
ities of my office. I am turning to rep­ 
resen tative clergym en for counsel and 
advice, feeling confident that no group 
can give more accurate or unbiased 
view s.” 
The last tw o paragraphs in the P res­ 
ident's letter said: 
“We can solve our many problem s, 
but no one man or single group can 
do it. We shall have to work together 
for the common end of hefter spiritual 
and m aterial conditions for, the Am er­ 
ican people, 
“May I ha\re your counsel and help? 
I am leaving on a short vacation, but 
will Is* back in W as h in gt on in a few 
w eeks and I 
will deeply appreciate 
your wr itin g to me.”
